The  lady  Greyhounds  enjoyed  an  amazing  season, 
finishing  with  an  overall  record  of  17-4.  The  ladies  rebounded 
from  a  devastating  loss  in  the  Northeast-10  Tournament  to 
archival  Bentley  College  by  defeating  East  Strasbourg  State 
University  and  Longwood  College,  earning  them  the  ECAC 
Championship  Title.  The  team  was  lead  by  seniors  Julie  Lane, 
Kerri  Desto,  Anne  Mingolelli,  Angela  Corby,  and  Megan-Sioux 
Moody.  In  addition  to  achieving  success  as  a  team,  the 
Hounds  took  the  opportunity  to  shine  as  individuals.  Captain 
Anne  Mingolelli  became  the  leading  point  scorer  in  Assump¬ 
tion  College  history  (92),  while  Captain  Julie  Lane  was  named 
not  only  the  MVP  of  the  ECAC  Tournament,  but  All  American 
for  the  third  consecutive  year.  Captain  Kerri  Desto  and  Junior 
Melissa  Shamgochian  joined  Lane  as  All-Americans.  Angela 
Corby  was  joined  by  sophomores  Tracie  Andrew,  Amy 
DuBois,  Stephanie  Fleming,  and  Heather  Schlesinger  as 
members  of  the  NFHCA  National  Academic  Squad. 

The  Hounds  have  been  legitimate  contenders  for 
division  titles  and  have  been  nationally  ranked,  a  magnificent 
accomplishment.  Anne  Mingolelli's  words  capture  the  essence 
of  the  season:  "It  was  one  of  the  best  times  in  my  life- 1  wish  I 
could  do  it  all  over  again."

Cody.  Sophomore  sensation  Jason  Dufault  was  a  force  for 
the  greyhounds  in  goal  with  over  130  saves  in  16  games. 
Freshman  Matt  Aiello  was  named  Northeast-10  Freshman  of 
the  Year,  while  Junior  Karl  Krause  and  Senior  Captain  John 
Barata  were  named  to  the  All  Conference  Team. 


Women's  Soccer 

The  lady  hounds  had  an  impressive  season  this  year  finishing 
16-7  overall,  and  5-4  in  the  conference  (fourth  place).  Senior 
captain  Stephanie  Martin  became  the  first  person  in  Assump¬ 
tion  College  history  to  score  one  hundred  points  in  a  career, 
and  finished  her  All-Conference  season  with  one  hundred  and 
twenty  points.  Junior  Stacy  Young  joined  Martin  on  the  All- 
Conference  team,  while  Senior  Erinn  Gallagher  was  named  to 
the  second  team.  Junior  Heather  McIntosh  and  Senior  Claudia 
Campodonico  finished  as  two  of  the  top  five  goalies  in  the 
league,  while  Junior  Christel  Byrne,  Young,  and  Martin  finished 
among  the  leagues  top  scorers.  The  Hounds  look  forward  to 
another  promising  season  as  John  Murphy  takes  over  as  coach.
